ADISON has just been visited by several aeroplanes mak- 


ing a trial trip from .Minneapolis to Chicago. It was an 


interesting and thrilling sight to see these mechanical birds hov- 
ering over the city as lightly and gracefully as eagles on the 
•wing. 


We live in a marvelous age. That is the impression we get 


from our swift soaring visitors. The actual flying time from 
Minneapolis to Chicago is figured at only five hours. 


But now at>ove the battlefields of Europe upwards of 150 


miles an hour for bombing planes carrying thousands of pounds 
of explosives is common. Chasing planes far exceed that speed. 


Already the Rhine cities are panic stricken at the prospects 


of destruction by allied aircraft. 
Bombing planes are becoming 


nightly visitors and while the allies have been more careful to 
confine their operations to destroying objects of military value 
than have been the Germans under their policy of schrecklekeit 
still it is evident that the civil population of German cities are 
beginning to suffer.

HSUBSTITUTES 
FOR WHEAT IS 
NEW RULING 


Chapman Issues Regula- 


tions on Use of 


Flours 


That the 80-20 division of wheat 


and substitutes must 
now be ob- 


served by all is the order contained 
in the statement issued 
by C. B. 


Chapman, county food administra- 
tor, Wednesday night. 


The statement follows: 


"On and after September 1, 


retailers must sell one pound of 
substitute with each four pounds 
of wheat flour sold to consum- 
ers. 
Housewives are asked to 


mix at least 20 per cent of sub- 
stitute flours into wheat flour 
at home for all bread baked. 


List of substitutes: 
"Barley flour, corn meal or 


corn flour, rice flour, oat flour, 
potato flour, buckwheat flour, 
bean flour. 


"Pure rye flour or meal may 


bo sold as a substitute in the 
proportion of 2 pounds of rye 
flour to 3 pounds of wheat flour. 


"Corn flour for 
corn bread 


and johnny cakes should be pur- 
chased separately from combin- 
ation sales. 


'-'Whole 
wheat 
and 
entire 


wheat or graham flour or meal 
containing at least 95 per cent 
of the wheat berry may be sold 
without substitute. 


"The rule linfiting 
sales of 


wheat flour to one-eighth of a
